Âdam Marshall 
Lauds Experience 
On Small Papers 

Gazette News Editor 
Speaks to Daily Staff 
On Pre-war Journalism 



•• Voung men and women who want 
to enter newspaper work will face 
a highly competitive field during 
the post-war period," Adam Mar- 
shall told a group of Daily staff 
members yesterday afternoon. .Mr. 
Maishall, news editor of The Mont- 
real Gazette, spoko at the invita- 
tion of The Daily on the possibili- 
ties facing budding reporters In 
?iIontrcaI. 

Advising the aspirant to a posi- 
tion on city newspaper to knock 
about a bit on a smaller paper, "if 
necessary for nothing," so as to ob- 
tain the contacts and background 
which every good reporter needs. 
Mr. Marsliall briefly listed the four 
qualities ewcntial for a metropoli- 
tan reporter. These requirements 
arc: inquisitivcncs, ability to write, 
presentnbility, and capacity for 
making friends. In Montreal, he 
added, a reporter should have a 
fifth quality, bilingualism. 

At the present time, Mr. Marshall 
told his audience, newspapers arc

Wlien all 
names have a dollar marked 
off after them, then that class 
will have achieved their portion 
of the total objective. An in- 
genious and entirely practical 
plan for every one at McGill 
during the week wjuld be to 
bring a dollar bill to class on 
Monday, and firmly resist 
spending it until the Amalgam- 
ated Charities garner It in.

Queen's Dean of Women 
Addresses Local Club 



stating that the post war world 
will be better only If we fight 
apathty and struggle to improve 
social conditions, Dr. A. V. Douglas, 
Dean of Women at Queens Univer- 
sity, labelled apathy as the eighth 
deadly sin, in an address to the 
Montreal West Women's Club yes- 
terday. 

The speaker, lauding the results 
of the Dumbarton Oaks conference, 
said that -realism was a keynote 
much needed In post war planning, 
and suggested- that the public con- 
tinue to search out the good points 
in any proposals, and refrain from 
an excess ot cynicism. 

Speaking on post-war employ- 
ment. Dr. Douglas said that as long 
as capital expenditure was main- 
tained after the war, unemployment 
should not occur, and suggested that 
this could be accomplished by a 
series ot peace loans when the need 
for war loans was past. Such loans 
could go into expanding public 
utilities, and thus help to keep em- 
ployment at the necessary level. 

The Dean cmphasizczd the impor- 
tant role of teachers in the life of 
Canadian youth, and expressed ap- 
proval of educational institutions 
across Canada.

the attention of the student body 
by a condemnatory resolution 
passed by the Montreal Dioce* 
san College Synod, followed by 
the statement of ^I. J. Coldwell 
that "raeiai discrimination hail 
no place in University," and by 
the action of tho Student's 
Council in sending a resolution 
to tho Senate urging il to recon- 
sider its decision. 

A resolution supporting that 
passed by the Student's Executive 
Council at its last meeting will be 
introduced by a committee re« 
presenting many of the major 
campus clubs, including the S.C.M. 
the I.V.C.F. tho Newman Club, the 
Hillel Foundation, the Cosmopoii- 
Un Club, the B.W.L Society, and 
the Student Labor Club. The newly 
formed Veterans' Society has alsf 
gone on record as being in fôvoC 
of the admission ot eligible Japi. 
anese-Canadtans. ' ' 
Other Universities Ruling 
The policy ot exclusion was insti- 
tuted in most Canadian Universities 
last year, largely, it is reported, as 
a result ot the government policy 
at that time ot segregating evacuees 
from the Pacific Coast. At Toronto, 
a controversy in many ways similar 
to the present issue at McGill arose 
shortly after the University under- 
took a policy ot exclusion. This was 
highlighted by mass demonstrations 
by the students, and by protests on 
the part of the three Theological 
Colleges that their rights, granted 
in charter, were being intcrfcrrcd 
with in that they were unable to 
accept students barred by the Uni* 
versity. These colleges went on rec- 
ord that racial exclusion was con- 
trary to their principles, and that 
they could not agree to accept tho 
decision of the University. It was 
as an outcome of this action that 
the University of Toronto decided 
to relax its restrictions. 

Last Year's Policy 
At McGill the policy ot exclusion 
was not formulated last year, and, 
although many Canadian Japanese 
students were not permitted to re- 
gister, the reason given was that ot 
their academic st.-inding. 

This year, however, tho policy ot 
exclusion became an accepted fact. 
However.^ many students who have 
been active In the campaign at Mc* 
Gill to see these restrictions relax» 
ed have received considerable en- 
couragement from an apparent 
change in policy on the part of the 
Government, manifested by the re- 
cent decision to permit Japanese- 
Canadians to enter the armed forces,

Mr. Davies has a lengthy 
war career behind him, having 
been in Russia in 1035. In Spain 
during 1036 while the Spanish 
Civil War was on, and in Mexi- 
co in 193C.

Ever eince it was first diiclosed by a meeting 
of the Montreal DiocCEan College Synod that a 
measure barring eligiblo Canadian-born Jap- 
anese students from McGill is in effect at this 
.University, students have been giving the matter 
considerable attention. 

It •ffas fairly obvious that the meature does 
not rest on- s-firm foundation, inasmuch as the 
University authorities have refused to make any 
statement whatsoever about it. If there had 
been a solid qualifying factor behind the de- 
cision, or ft good reason for it, there would 
clearly have been no hesitation in briefly ex- 
plaining ib and thus settling the unfavorable 
discussion. 

The measure was a shaky one and appar- 
ently passed by a Senate not at all unanimous. 
It is a decision which any liberal-minded student 
could not fail to condemn. Today, on the péti- 
tion of some 30 such Etiidcnts the campus will 
hava a chance to express its disapproval. 

The expression of that disapproval will be 
based, not on a chronic opposition to any and all 
authority, nor on a pernicious desire to under- 
mine respect for a competent Senate. The Con- 
demnation of the measure will rather be based 
on a sincere loyalty to our University, a loyalty 
which hates the thought of an urtdemocratie blot 
on our escutcheon. 

It was with this in mind that the Students' 
Executive Council passed by a majority vote a 
resolution asking Senate to reconsider its de- 
cision. With no fanfare, that resolution has been 
duly forwarded. This afternoon, there will be 
an opportunity for the student body to put thé 
weight of its opinion behind that of its executive 
body. Firmly expressed and properly submitted 
to Senate, that opinion may play some part in 
the revérsal of Senate's earlier decision. 

In this way, by one of the ordinary mechan- 
isms Of responsible atudéiit govémmént, thé 
student body can once again prove that deep 
principles can be expressed forcefully, without 
exoitability Or resort to vehemence. For studént 
opinion, to mean anything and to carry any 
weight whatsoever, must be maturely arrived at 
and maturely expressed. To put all the Uii- 
bouiidcd fire of one's indignation into a highly- 
charged paragraph bordering on an Ultimatum \i 
to vitiate any practical effect which such a reso- 
lutioA may have. 

Theré has not béén a Students' Society liieet- 
iilg for a yéâf âiid à half. To all thé freshmen 
of last year, and all thoio of this year, Suôh à 
mecitng will be something quite novel. Yet it is 
after all one of the ordinary methods by which 
the campus makes its opinion known to its 
Council, and by which certain major decisions 
arô effected. There will probably be occasion to 
hold other such méôtings witbiil the near future. 
ThoÉé who are riot familiar with such méetlngfi 
should therefore take this Opportunity of ac* 
quairiting thértéelVés with théir réspônsibilities 
and rights as students. 

If those responsibilities and rights are ma- 
turely éxéroiiéd téday, thé practical purpose of 
thia meeting majr not bè délayéd iA fu!filiiiéiit«

Experience ond Expression 

Experience occurs continuously. Our existence 
pemteatea thia everprosent sensatim. Tho interact 
tion of lUe and environment creates our experiences 
and aiutaina the very process of life. Conditions ol 
our existence implicate this interaction which quall> 
iie« experience with emotion and ideas; then con- 
Klous intent emergei. 

Not alw-ays however are we truly aware ol an 
experience: things cccur but they are not composed 
into an experience. There is distraction and diapor- 
aion; observing and thinking i& not sufficntly co> 
ordlnaled, desirea are lett unfuHllled. Extraneous 
interruptions or inner lethargy brake the 'apell' ol 
experience. In contrast with such an experience— 
lest observation we have experiencca which John 
Dewey delineates as "when the material experienced 
runs its course to fuliillment." These are entities in 
themselves and are as such clearly "demarcated in 
the general stream of experience from ether ex- 
periences." 

We all are iamiliar with these kinds ol cxjieri- 
ences, wc meet with them every moment, conKiously 
or not Experiences form the buis ot all our actions, 
present or future and it is always come past experi- 
ence which establishes a rule of precedent for our 
Judgment. 

Experiences arc oi varied character and import- 
ance; different people react differently to similar 
experiences— this creates individuality in. undergo- 
ing and expre&sing an experience. Any experience 
prompts some constructive expression. The means 
are divers and the résulta varied; the source, how- 
ever, remains the conscious experience. 

Only too readily was this basis of art creaUon 
neglected and obliterated during the put century. 
Painters produced records not of actual experiences 
'but cf wanted experiences; they catered to an ex- 
perience-lazy and stagnant society. Experience no 
longer formed the source of expression in fine art. 
The contracted, ^ilatt imiform canvas, depicting the 
wide and diveirsified tinlvene of animate and Inani- 
mate thinfs set the fashion. Its 'miraculous power* 
gave its surrounding social standing and prestige; 
fine art became a means of social symbcli^m. Tho 
result was a meanlnsless, shallow art substance 
which lacked imaginaticn and which condensed and 
abreviated all experience. 

Contemporary art expression broke these fetters. 
It again relies on experience as a prompting motive. 
It restores dignity to a natural tradition. Individual 
solutions are created, unified by a creative a4>tra- 
tien of expressing a particular experience.

The article in this column entitled "The Signifi- 
cance of Sinatra" has created a stir on the campus— 
evidence 'of which appears In' the Letter forum 
above-whlch has shown pros and cons of equal 
vehemence and vigor. Among the cons, several 
accusations have been levelled, including that of 
refuge in anonymity, which is dispelled by the Ini- 
tials below. Though certainly viUriolIc and rather 
extreme, the article was written with malice only 
towards Sinatra,, and in ne spirit of anti-American> 
ism whilsoever— as was pointed out to several who 
made complaints in person at The Daily office. 

The éinatra article was deliberately intended to 
be sensational— sensational because Sinatra is sensa- 
tlonal and because mere deprecation of the Sinatra 
phendmenôn hat become rather old and dull ituff. 
It expressed four very real concerns, which it would 
seem well to consider here at a little mere length. 
Its chief result his so far been to show— as in Anne 
Verriest's darn good letter above— that there are 
definite areas where the shoe does not fit (though 
all agree on areas where it does). 

Concern Na 1: Sinatra and sex. That which be 
gan aà common or garden hero-wôrshlp and mass 
enthusiasm grew rapidly to indecent exploitation of 
sex. The record— on good first-hand authority- 
shows, incidentally, that Einatra had the same sort 
of effect when an unpublldzèd night-club singer in 
New York, but none at all on his vi^it here three 
yéarS ago with Tcmmy OorsCy, 

Concern No. 2 :Sex in general. The to^^lc is far too 
large for this column, but the pfer capita consumption 
of leg-art, pin-up girls, private livfcs of movie stars, 
the Reno racket, etc., nuis appreciably higher in the 
U.SA. than elsewhere. And in this respect, it must 
4>e borilo in mind that a large proportion cf Can- 
adian custonta and activities are acknowledged im 
pôrtâUoila fnnh 'the States. Canada mtist keep pace 
with the U.S., twelve times her size, or be dominat- 
ed in this hemisphere as are all the little Latin 
Americas. Dorothy Duncan, the Canadian author, 
defined Canada's j^rogress as "two tXvpi forward to 
keep up with thé United States and one «t^ back 
to keep her ties with England." 

Concern No. 3: Adolescence and international re 
sponsibilitles. Many may remember the New York 
Times' etatistlcs last year on the appalling ignorance 
of American history in American schools and col- 
leges. Many may also remember America's nonC' 
too-brilliant record in foreign policy (De Gaulle- 
(Jlrâud-Darlan, Poland, etc.), and fear just a little 
with this Writer for the c6nilng discussions with the 
very àStUtè îtusslan diplomats over the future of 
Europe. International thinking has been done all 
too little in America, especially before Pearl Harbor. 

Coticem No. 4: Foreign exchange. This is a little 
silly, perhaps, but one of last year's big dahcet re- 
frained from bringing Jan savltt here because it 
Avàuld send loo much money out of the country- 
much les* than Sinatra is making away with. Just 
anôthér thought ih Jiafcsing.

AS FALL TURNS TO WINTER 



>VE WUZ ROBBED 

The controversy concerning the establishment of Hockey's Hall ot 
Fame has had a long and stormy life before the faithful followers of 
Canada's national sport. The dispute was fanned into full flame recently 
with the publication of Frank Menlte's "Encj-dopcdia of Sports." Menke 
]s an American sports expert who has collected reams of inlormaton on 
the various sames played on this continent and compiled this knowledge 
Into his encyclopedia. The fact that he comes from below the border, 
nnd hence Is what we might term a disinterested spectator, lends further 
support and credence to his findings on hockey. 

From the facts he has put forth, it is obvious that the C.A.H.A. has 
pulled off one of the biggest hoaxes in the annals of Canadian sport 
when they decided that Kingston was the birthplace of hockey. Not 
only have hockey-lovers all over the Dominion been misled, but Mont- 
real, and more particularly McGill, have been the chief victims ot the 
deceit. 

The extremely flimsy evidence that the Kingstonians advanced was 
lorn into shreds by Menkc and the absurdity of their claims was paln- 
fuUy clear to all readers. Kingston, like many other ciUes in Canada, 
desired the honour of being hockey's birthplace, so when the hockey 
big-wigs appointed a committee to do some delving and diving Into the 
evidence, James Sutherland, known as the "Dean of Hockey," was one 
of the trio on the board. Mr. Sutherland happens to live in Kingston. 

The report was presented in 1942 and in Menkc's words, it was a 
"factless document." In essence, it claimed that shinny had been played 
in Kingston many years ago, that shinny and hockey are related, and 
thus Kingston is the birthplace of hockey. To which Menke replied in 
effect— "yeah, blah and nuts." From that type of argument. It would 
be just as correct to claim that since baseball and cricket are related, 
England should be the birthpl.icc ot baseball. Of course, this will cause 
Judge Landis to lose plenty of sleep. 

KINGSTON FROFAGANDA 

After the report had been presented, the question of establishing 
a Hall ot Fame came up. Kingston wasted no time. Hockey leaders met 
in the latter part of '43, with no representation from any of the other 
cities concerned, and okayed Kingston as the site. 

They attempted to prove that ice hockey comes from field hockey, 
which was plsycd in Kingston in 1783 by British troops stationed there. 
But they neglected to find out that field hockey was not known as such 
till 1875 and was not .standardized until that date. In other words, they 
attempted to start a sport 92 years before its actual inception. Ha! 

There was also precious little in the way ot factual evidence brought 
forth and Kingston failed to submit the sources ot their claims. The 
sum total ot evidence brought forth was an excerpt from some local 
resident's diary telling about shinny being played. That was EXACTLY 
ALL. 

Not only was the evidence scanty, to say the least, but it bore no 
' relation to the problem at hand. The committee was. not convened to 
discuss shinny, hurley or field hockey but when and where those 
sports developed Into hockey. Tlie decision reached does not speak too 
well for the impartiality of the committee members. 

McOILL FACTS 

In contrast, the tremendous mass of evidence in the possession of 
the McGill Athlelic's office makes the decision look like very small 
potatoes, indeed. A search info the question had been started here over 
13 years before the decision was reached and all facts pointed to Mont- 
real and McGill as the real birthplace of hockey. The material was col- 
lected by F. M. Van Wagner and Em Orlick, who had no tnrtlcular axes 
to grind in favour of one city or another. 

A summation of the salient points showed that the first game ot 
Ice Hockey, which is definitely called Ice Hockey and ot which we 
have record, was played In Montreal at the Victoria Skating Rink on 
March 3, 1875. A definite limit of nine players to a side was imposed, 
comparing with the two hundred men who played In a Kingston shiUny 
game. 

The hard rubber ball used in shinny was replaced by a Hat circular 
piece of wood in Montreal. Regular goals, with a definite height and 
breadth were devised and first used in Montreal. A goal keeper was 
introduced, along with playing uniforms. In alt these and several more 
important innovations, McGill students played a leading role. 
ORLICK'S AR'nCLG 

The evidence accumulated over a period ot years was published 
in The McGill News Winter edition in 1D43, in an article written by 
Em Orlick. Em pointed out that McGiU's claims arc garnered only from 
first-hand material and have been checked and re-checked for authen- 
ticity. 

He effectively put the blast en any Kingston Ideas when he stated: 
"The (Kingston) claims are pure fiction. The C.A.H.A. investi- 
gation report was not a report on the origin ot Ice hockey but it 
is a poorly camouflaged presentation of the Kingstbn claims. At no 
time did the C.A.H.A. ask to see the authentic records in the pos- 
session of McGill University. Only the Kingston claims were given 
B hearing. 

"No amount of eye-wash, back-wash, or white-wash can con- 
vince any individual who has seen the evidence in my possession 
that Kingston has even the slightest shred ol an historical claim to 
the origin of ice hockey or to the proposed Hall of Fame." 
He further points out the ridiculousness of their geographical 
claims which boiled down to the statement that Kingston is half-way 
between Montreal and Toronto. To which Em replied in effect (and 
there was a chorus of hockey fans behind him) "So what?" 

Em left very little doubt in the article es to where the rightful 
•ite for the Hall of Fame should be. 

"On the basis of all .-luthcntlc evidence which has so far been 
unearthed on the origin and development of ice hockey, there is 
only one city where a Hockey Hall of Fame could Justifiably be 
Coniïmed og. Page Four
